The so-called | technical con- 
ference “summoned by _ the 
International Labour Organ- 
ization, which met recent- 
ly at Geneva to examine 
the proposal of a universal forty- 
hour week as a remedy for un- 
employment,. has produced most 
The con- 
ference has succeeded {in no- 
thing. It has evaded an unbiased 
inquiry into the immense  dif- 
ficuliies of introducing ao forty- 


dividual working times, and they 
proposed that the . discussion 
{should proceed on that under- 
standing. But the  repre- 
sentatives of half a‘dozen Gov- 
ernments, more or less favour- 
able to the reduction of hours; 
took alarm at the condition of a 
guarantee of present. wages. 
They substituted an ambiguous 
phrase — “the maintenance of 
the standard of life of the work- 
ers.” Another conference will 
be needed to interpret that 
phrase alone. Does it require the 
maintenance. of each individual's 
standard. of life, ov that of the 
community?

When Mr. Shaw first heard of 
Dr. Henderson's biographical 


ambition he wrote to the can-]- 


‘didate: “Send me your photo- 
graph.” 

On receiving it he had a good 
look at the picture and wrote: 
“You seem to be the right man 
for the job.” 

So the letters te egan: they 
poured across the Atlantic in 
rapid succession, full of wit and 
irony, of advice and instruction, 
of criticism (of other people), 
and, of course, of a self-revela- 
tion all the time blood brother 
to aclf-approval. 


All ie was a quarter of a 
century ago. Yet it was not 
until about a year ago that the 
final definitive edition of~.the 
biography was published, 

* Once, on the dust cover of a 
presentation copy, Mr. Shaw 
wrote: 

“My dear Henderson,—Sell 
this while the boom lasts. It 
will provide a dowry for your 
daughter.” 

“This was.in 1929. Hender- 
son had first sent a gift book to 
Shaw with an inscription assur- 
ing him that he was the greatest 
living dramatist. 

Shaw returned the book with! 
the’ question: “How do you 
know, Archibald? <A greater

known to us to esteemed a ridi- 
culous impostor, as I was... .' 

The Forerunner. 

The forerunner of the letters 
was written from Adelphi- 
terrace back.in June, 1904.
